Now only in thi but in moſt otber duties relating to 
determining Circumſtances are fettled by Human Awboriny ; Yet 
none does therefore pretend, but that the theDuty 
ſo Cirenmſtantiated, is againit the Law of God. Law of Ged 
requires Duty to Parents, But who are to be taken for ourParents 
not only Nature,but the Law: of Men have determined in ſeveral 
Caſes, as in that of Adoption, which is anciemer then Moſer himſelf, 
and in the other of our Civil and Spiritual Parents, who are 
nerally concluded in that Divine Commandment. 50 in t of 
Murtber it is certain, that only Illegal Killing, by a Perſon not 
authorized, or for an wyaft Canſe, is forbidden in the 6&6 Com- 
mandment, But they are Humen Law: which pitch upon the 
Perſon who is to be veſted wich the Autberity of Life and Death, 
and which determine theCaſes whercinDeath is to be inflied. So 
alſo in the Caſe of Adsbery, it cannot be jogded what Fatt are 
chargeable with that Crime,but by the Laws of Matrimeny which 
depend on the particulai rurrons Of the Placer, and area - 
ingly various. But in no Cafe this is moreevident, than in that of 
rhe Ge Comteen mens Theft is all that is there torbidden,which 
cannot = applied.co any Fa, bur by ſuppoſing the derermi- 
nation of HumanLews concerning Property which are again 
various. For ſome Perſons have been excluded trom +, —nntrc4 
as Slaves, and unemencipated Children. And the determinations of 
Property in Perſons capable of it, are fo different in different Placer, 
thac when is Property and the violation ot it, Theft in ovweCountry, 
is not fo in another.
